Nbw Yoek, Deo. 8.— Jay Gonld, the 
"Wlnzd of WaU street," and the great- 
est financier that ever lived, died at his 
Dtansion on Fifth avenue, in thia dtj, 
ywtsrdqr norning at 9:15 o'dook. The 
news was not made knoWA to thoM o«t- 
nde the house of the mliHonaire for a 
half hour after the event. 

At the time of his ^th all the mem- 
bers of lb. OonUPi family irere at his 
bedside, moSt of wlinm hal wlAched 
there through the night. Dtalh was 
not oaexpected, as Mr* Oould had been 
unconscious for several honrs. Just a 
few minutes before death came he re- 
gained consciousness and re<iuested that 
the members of his family be called to 
his bedside that he might see thehi for 
the last time. This was done, and the 
dying man ht.\ .«g spoken a few words, 
, peacefully away.

The mt rabers of the family nssembltd 
it the bedside of Mr. Gould when death 
Udd its hand upon him included Mr. 
and Mrs. Cteorge Gonld, Mr. and Mrs. 
Edwin Gould, Mihs Helen Gould, Mr. 
Howard Gould mid MisH Annie GouUl. 
The servants wi re assembled near by 
and were informed of the death of their 
master immediately after its occur- 
zenoe. 

The physicians haye not yet stated 
definitely what war 'the nature of Mr. 

OonhVs recent illness, but it is f^ener- 
ally l)elievtHl it was imlmonary con- 
sumption, it is siiid that Mr. Goiil 
had several hemorrhages of the lun^;s 
recently, the first having been the d.iy 
before Thanksgiving and another a f^ w 
days later and still another a few day 
ago. "Whether or not the pulmonary 
disease niiidc its aiiiieurance recently is 
not known j'o.sitiveiy, Iml it is said that 
his family have long been aware of the 
fact that Mr Gould whs a vietiui to the 
disease. Mr. Gould bore his suffering 
bravely and was gprateful for all that 
was done for him. 

Chum* of lliw Death. 

The rerfl condition of Mr. Gould's 
health was not revealed until a year ago, 
when he broke down in the famous 
Missouri Pacific meeting. This OCCurr<d 
in November, Ib'Jl. The Missouri 
ciflc railroad was Mr. GouM's pride. He 
had built it up and made it a dividend 
paying road. He was very Jealous of 
the reputation which the Vanderbilt 
roads enjoyed, and always pointed to 
the Missonri Padfic when he was charged 
with being a railroad wrecker and not a 
railroad btiilder. 

The Gould boys at the time were re- 
ported to be heavily "short" on tlie 
market. A great bull movement, based 
on the eftormouB crops of the vear, waa 
in progress. The durectors of the Mis- 
souri Pacific met, and both Mr. Gould 
and Us son Qeatae were in favor of 
passing the dividena. 

According to the reports at the time, 
Russell Si^, who was "long" of the 
market, waf violently opposed to the 
move. S. Sloan, the conservKttra presi- 
dent of the Delaware, LackafWMUif ^d 
Westwn railroad, also a direotor of the 
Missouri Padflc, he too, was oppoeed to 
thest^. The debate between George 
Ooold aai SsMell Saoe grew to a |iea1>> 
ed 'dteraMon. Jay Goald fan^e down 
Ifit was said, actually went, i e 
_ iited away and showed that hiscon- 
•titution was broken. The dividend 
was passed and the bull wave restored. 
This action was at ftrst obaiwed to a a«-

Last smnmer Mr. (lonid again broke 
down at a directors' meeting. He was 
said to be consnmptive. His sons sai l 
that he w;\s siitTenng from a In'oneliial 
affection. In liis jirivate car he went 
to the eoutliwest and lived tliere for 
three months. He vetnmetl' to New 
York in time for the Manhattan Ele- 
vated and \Vesteni Union annual meet- 
ings in September. The oui'i' alert and 
bnsk man moved like an automaton. 
His shoulders drooped forward, grea; 
wrinkles hollowed his cheeks and a lacV 
lustre stare reiJnced the keen, jiiercing 
glance that was .«o familiar iu liis ih'.rk 
eyes. He moved and aeted like a man 
eighty years old, lient with the years ot 

The Western Union was about to issue 
a stock dividend for the si;',,(KM»,00O siur- 
plu3inits treasury, atid the financier 
could not keep away tr ( 111 the scene of 
another triumph. He had a nunilxT of 
schemes relative to the West'^m Union 
and Manhattan in his mind. But nature 
assertcil its sway and they were deferred 
until his brain could resume its accns- 
tome<l vigor. Tbatday never came, a?id 
Mr. Gould for four weeks has transacte.l 
the principal portion of his business at 
his nouse, o'lly making a few scattering 
and brief visits to his downtown office. 
The family hoped that he would recover 
PS usual, but the attack of last WaAncs- 
day dissipated all auch hopes. 

The FonwaL- 

The funeral of Mr. Oould will beheld 
on Monday at either 10 o'clook la the 
morning or at 4 o'clock In the afternoon, 
the hour to be decided later by Mr. 
Gtoorge Gcyild and Miss Helen Gfould. 
The services will be very simple and uu- 
ostentations in accordance with the 
wish expressed by the deceased. The 
services will be held at the family man- 
sion and will be conducted by Dr. John 
R. Parton. assisted by Chancellor JTi-- 
Cracken and Kev. Rcxferick Terry. The 
intern»ent will be at Ir\nngt(iti on tlie 
Hudson, where the btxly of Mrs. ^ould 
reposea. 

Biographical Skcteh of Hit Ufe. 

Jay Gould was born In Poxbury, Dela- 
ware county, N'. Y,, .May JT, is;i-'!. His 
early years were spent on his fattn-r's farm 
and at the afje of fourteen he entered IIo- 
bart academy, and kept the books of the 
villaKe bl^sksmith. Be aoqulrsd a taiite 
for Burve.slng and mathenatles, and on 
leaving school found emidwrneni in mak- 
ing a survey for a map of Ulster county. 
The aoonraoy of this work attracted the at- 
tention of the late John Delafiald, who ap- 
plied to the legislature for aid in the com- 
pletianot a topographical soTvey of the 
entire state by Mr. Gtould. 

Mr. Delafield died- before any material 
progress was made, and Mr. Gould under 
took to make the surveys unaided. Dur- 
ing the summer of 1653 young Gould com- 
pleted a survey of Albany county, and sur- 
veyed and mapped the village of Cohoe-'. 
•and in the following year made the surx ey 
and map of Delaware county. He organ 
ized aud di -patehed parlies to surve}' L.Hkf 
and (ieaugu counties, O., and Oakland, 
Mich. 

He had aec'iDiniulated $."i,(K)0 from IheMf 
surveys. When but twenty years old 
Goulil published a "History of Del.HMai. 
County" aiid while pmieetiiig other >iir 
veys was prost rated with typhoid fever 
On his recovery he hecime ac(|UHinted wit ! 
Zadoc Pratt, who sent idni iu the western 
part of the SI ale to select a siyht for it tan 
liery. lie e!.or.e a liii.' Ik mloek grovvih, 
er»'cted a sa>vmill a.nl lil icksmith shop, 
and with Mr. I'ratt was soon doiiii? a larj^e 
luint)eriug l>usiness. Subsecpaiit ly hr 
lioie.dit <aii Mr. Pratt's Interests and co;, 
dueled I hi' 1,11^11, CSS .'ilnue till just he fore 
tile panic- of ls.>T, wle-ii he sold out his en- 
tire plant. He then heenini' I lie lan;e 
stockholdor and diris:tor in thi' Slroin 
burg, (Pa.,) hauk. Shortly al'lt r the cri 
he bought the bonds of the ilutland and 
W'asliington railroad at ten cents out I 
dollar, abaudoiiiuK every other intere'^l 
and putting all his money into railroad 
securities. I<'or a long time be was presi 
dent, treasurer and general superintendent 
of this company. 

It was Jay Gould who brought alwut ii 
consolidation of the Iteusselaer and Sarato- 
gaand Rutland and Washington roads and 
with the proceeds he moved to New York 
dty In 1860. He established himself at 
moe as a broker and Invested heavily in 
Erie railroad stocks. He entered tbedl- 
rectory of that company and beoame pres- 
ident, holding the dttos until the reorgan- 
isation of the dhreetoryin 1878. He next 
made large rurohases of the stocks of the 
Union Paoifie, the Wabash, the Texas Pa- 
fliflo, the St. Louis and Northern, the- Mis- 
souri Paoifie and the Missouri, Kansas and 
TanaRaUfoad oompantss, taking the U^ 
ter cot eC the hands* of tta vieSiver. He 
also InveStefi deeply in the stoeik of the Atr 
lantio and Padflo Telegraph company, and 
on its ooniiolldatlcn 'With the Wttttm 
Union in 1879, he organised the American 
Union, which two years later merged jnto 
the Western Union. 

In December, 1880, ofllciaL records 
showed that Mr. Gonld was in control of 
10,000 miles of railroad, or more than one^ 
ninth of the entise milsage <rf the country 
Early in 1881 he' became interested in the 
elevated railroad system of this city. A 
doubt having been cast upon his toanoial 
standing he summoned several gentlemen 
to his privatf^ ofHce on March 18, 1883, and 
spread before them for examination cer 
tiilcatia of stock having a face value (>f 
t.'>:i,()Oii,(X)Q, all in bis own name, and o( 
fere<l to proiluce iaO,000,000 more if de.-iired. 

In .March, 1887, Mr. Goiihl purchased a 
contmlling interest in the St. Louis and 
San Francisco railroiul company, which 
has an aggregate nnleage of nearly iXX) 
miles, and is H joint ownur with the Ar^ 
chison, Topeka luid Santa Ke railroad com- 
pany, of the Atlantic aud Pacific company. 

Of Mr. Ciould's career since he began to 
operate in Wall street, columns might 
written, were the story not pretty well 
known to the publia The speculation in 
Erie, the "Black Friday" aud other 
episodes are tasaiUar to most New Yorkers 
aud have l>een often retold. Suffice it 
to say that from the time he went into 
Wall street Gould foiged straight ahead; 
tJtere WHS so gohig baekward, and but Ut- 
tiestaMUBcitUi. 

Line after line of railrc>ad fell under the 
cgBteA fil tklamaa. wliom other flnanniers 



called the "Wisard of Wall ^reet," until 
thousands upon thousands of milee of road 
were to all Itttents and purposes talii own. 
With a singlfl move in the stock market he 
could affect financial matters not only in 
every city in this country but in London, 
Paris and yienna as welL 

He turned his atteqtkm to the tele- 
graphic .system of the country, and did no^ 
• rest until he had a mtmopoly of that. ai-.( 
controlled tlm Atlantic cable as well. Was 
he content with that f Xol at all. There 
were elevated railroads in Xew York city 
n-pieseiitinj^ .nillions iunionei Here wa.s 
more work to tfce hand of this rerHarkable 
man, and in the end thia system, too, 
pa-'St-d under his direction. 

I'alk of Aladdin's lamp I It was but a 
dull, nisty affair pliu-ed alon^; ide tho 
brilliant liKhi ot lliis man's !.'»tdii-.. Tlie e 
is nothing in fa<'t or (ictinu since Adirri 
delved for a living that can i ival the plain, 
straiKhi fiir\-. :inl story of this jiian's life. 
It, i-^ simply niiparaiii-led. There has 
never been anything like it, and good tig- 
urers say that thera is never likely to bi- 
again. 

Mr. (^iiiid ir.:irrird when hewaeayoUDg 
man, and \mis ,il'>ays domestic In hi', 
habits, lb dvc'l his family and honu- 
nuire than most men do today. Society 
he cared notldug for, and paid little atten 
tion to it. Though he paid for a bo.\ ii. 
the .Metropolitan opera house he was seen 
there but rarely. He attendt-d the thealeiv 
at times, t)iit not with any regularity. 
He never, far as kno\vn, e.Tpresoed any 
high appreciation of hi-;!! ,'.rts, of music, 
the drama, or literature, although he did 
write a history of Delaware county that 
regarded with favor by collectors of rare 
and curious books. 

The financier had always had a likit\g 
for flae flowers. He spent a large amount 
of money on beautiful fiowers and rare 
plants for his hothouses and gardens at 
Tarrytowu, aad some very fine specimens 
ot orchids have been developed there. B ; 1 1 
in the main Mr. Oould lived mora plainly 
than many meo whose income Is less than 
tt.0,000 a year. 

He has had his handti full of business at 
all times. But he has never been niggard- 
ly. Like most other business men he could 
not he his own almoner. As be said; while 
his wifa waa alive, she distributed his 
money for him and did it with a free hand, 
as many know. Then Mr. Gonld gave in 
addition to those sooietiea that are organ- 
ized for the piiritose of relieving the needy. 

Nor was Mr. Oould what some persons 
call a religious man. But he was as relig- 
ious as most of his neighbors. For years 
he ki-pi a ])ew in a local Episcopal church. 
Such are the main points in a character 
the most remarkable, in s(ime respects, of 
hi-~iiiiic. He was born somewhat sickly 
and \Na-> never robust, e.xcept as to will 
and brains. Aloiu' and unaide<l he :'ceu- 
mulativl ii vast fortni c, which pa--se<l in 
tact to hi- children. No man was moi.- 
simple 111 liir or habi'.s. He ofii-n suld 
tliat he could never dis-ipati- even if h-.- 
wanted to, i- he w as so const it uted phy.s- 
ieallythal he could not u.se tobacco or 
take into;.ii'.'.l itig lifpiors. Me htvs been 
moderate in all things that he ate or 
drank. Kven in his most active days, 
when he was consiaiitly at his oflice, he 
would take 1 it a light breakfast consist- 
ing mainly ot eggs and rolls. 

Mr. Goidd never replied to a news[ia()er 
att-tck upon himself. Vet he had im par 
ticidar prej ilice against the press, al 
though he has sometimes said that he had 
long l)«H>n the most abused man in the 
conntry. I'or that matter he hits from 
time to time had lui interest, iu various 
newspapers. 

No two estiinatts ;iKree as to tin- niiiounl 
of Mr. Gould's lorUmc. The mot eon- 
servative fignns place it, at aliont 
t)()il, while some people iu \\ all street, who 
think they know somethinic about his a 
cunitilatioiis, lii^ure tliat he must have 
gotten together fully ><HK),IKXI,()O0. Hi.- 
known holdings of securities are alxiut as 
follows: Twenty-two millious par valm 
of Western Union telegraph, which at to 
day's prices would fetch about $18,7UU,(i'K): 
110,000,000 par value of Missouri Pacific, 
which is now worth in the market tB,fiOii, 
(KX). He is supposed to hold in the neigh 
l><>rhood of 1^,000,000, probably more, of 
Manhattan railway stock, worth tl0,4(X),- 
000. His holdings of all these stocks have 
been larger than this, but he sold them to 
either invest the monqr in new issues of 
bonds of the Mlssoarl Padfic and Manhat 
tan companies, or to finance tiMsa oompa 
niea until bonds oould be lasoel. 

Excellent information is that he 'holds 
about oae-third of the bonds issued on tbe 
Missouri Paoifie system, which wonld be 
about |8,e00,O0a As long sgo as 1884 Mr. 
Gould waa known to hold about 18,000,000 
of first-class mortgage bonds upon rail- 
roads other than those oontroUed or man 
aged by him. Bsaidee these items he had 
large investments in a grs at number of 
propwtise oonoemlng which the genend 
public knows little or nothing. His hold 
ings of Union Pacific and Kansas Pacific 
bonds, which have never been stated, must 
be large, but it is not believed that be 
owned of late years much It any Union 
Pacific stock. 
. From the foregoing flgures, which are 
approximately correct, ftis eai^ to figure 
up iti the neighborhood ot |T5,OeO,000. Ot 
late years bis fortune has Increased rap 
idly, owing to his enormous Income f ron\ 
his holdlu).;s of Western Union and Man- 
hattan stock, to say nothinn of his invest- 
nients in lionds. ^iia income from lhe.se 
three sources alune can iu)t have fallen 
under ^8,000.000 a year and h.os prob.ibI> 
exceeded that amount. 

Mr. lioiild leaves four sons, (ieor^e, Kd- 
wln, Howiiid and Frank and one diuiKh- 
ter, Helen. Mrs. Oould died some three

Copper has sold largely at 
twelve to twelve and (me-fourth cents, 
ami trade is lower. Coal is fairly active 
aial I'itiimin'ms ie scarce and dear. 

In dry goi-ds the season has been one 
of unprecedented activity. A genera, 
boom and i dvance appears in cottons, 
and many carpets have been raised five 
(-ents. while overcoatings have sold rap 
idly; a better demand is expected after 
the holidays for worsted suitings, and 
there is genr^al and strong ooimdence 
in regard to the coming season. But 
during the rest of this year it may be 
expected thrt trade will slacken somo- 
what, as the season approaehea for 
stock taking and settlement of yearly 
accounts.

mate son of Napoleon Bonaparte, and 
that he was born at Paris in 1780, 
whic h ^fatenlent, if true, would in.ike 
him at the time of his death one huii- 
dreil and six ye^rs of age. 

.lordan's story as told by him on many 
dilfiM-int oci iusions was to the ert'ect that 
he went to^^gypt in 1790 with Naiioletm 
upon his famous expedition to tlie liyra- 
mids. and th.it lie (Jordan) was c-.-iplariHl 
by the Turks, living witli them for sev- 
eral years a nomudic life, afterwards 
being stolen -jy tlu- Jews, a'nd lived in* 
Jerusalem iiiitil a short time after his 
repiite<l father was *'t***H* tO ttie isl- 
and of St. llelemi. 

.Jordan has lived as an inmate! of the 
Hancock county infinuary for the past 
ten years, having been ionnd in a be- 
wildered condition in the southern i)art 
of the county unable to give an arc onnt 
of himself. He afterw.-uds ] ro\ i d to I'li 
able to speak French fhictitly and wns 
conversant with several of tin- dialei-ts 
of the Tarteib and Nomadit- Turks. His 
name was given him by the .lews and 
was perhaps taken from tins, of the 
Apostle and river Paul and .lor-lan. 

The story s -(^ms incrt'lilde. hut. Jor- 
dan, who was a fine looking i.i on wiih 
an unusually large head and lin- , in oad 
features, bore a remarkable reseiublance 
to the distinguished Bonaparte, which 
waa also coincidi-nce. Jordan had rtv 
markubly small and delicate bands 
(Bonaparte's moat characteristic fea- 
ture), and it ooidd be said they were i " 
femmine proportions. Other circuni- 
stances also lead everybody here to be- 
lieve positively that Jordan's stury waa 
coneot and that he waa the eon of tha 
famous conquerer.

A Beview of the VMftaitwi tf tke 

Oonatitutloa aailit 
New L»w. 



The question of the manner of voting 
at the city election is one of law and not 
of aentiment, and as we read the law 
there ia no room for dispute. Here are 
it« proviaiona: "All tUeUom by the people 
thaU be by tecrd official talUL"— OoHStitu- 
tion, aecUon 148. 

The aame aeetion alao provldea that, 
" The first General Assembly hold after 
the adoption of this. Constitution shall 
paaa all nacaaaary lawa to enforce thia 
proviaion." Bection 153 further empow- 
ers the Legislature in these words: " £x 
cept as otherwise herein expraady pro- 
vided, the General Assembly shall have 
power to provide by general law for the 
manner voting." 

Pursuantto these provision, the General 
Assembly enacted our present election 
law, which exi)re88ly piovides that, " In 
all elections hereafter held in ttiis State 
on any subject which may by law be sub- 
mitted to a vote of the people, and for all 
or any State, district, county or municipal 
oflQoera, except school iruateea and other 
common school district elections, the 
voting ahall be by secret official baOal, 
printed and diatrlbuted aa hereinafter 
provided, and no other ballot shall be 
used."— Section 1, article 3, Election law. 
And to remove all doubt as to the Leg- 
islative intent, this act repeals all other 
election laws in the following sweeping 
terms : "All laws or parts of laws, gen- 
eral or special, now in force, inconsistent 
with this act, or any park of its provisions, 
are hereby repealed."— Section 1, artide 
14, Election law. 

Thus we aee that the Legislature was 
fully authorized and empowered t<i pro- 
vide by general law the manner of voting, 
and that it haa, in a sweeping manner 
that leaves no excejition, provided for a 
wcret official baliot, as required by the Con- 
stitution, and expressly repealed oO §lher 
rhctirm Imi f. There is, tberefoie, no other 
election law ia force in this State, and the 
vote muat be by aeoret offiaal ballot, un- 
less it appears that this statute is inop- 
erative by reason of some constitutional 
inhibition. In other words, in the light of 
section 153, except it bo otherwise ex- 
pressly inovided in the Constitution, this 
statute is in force, and there can be no 
legal election save in compliance with ita 
provialons. 

As against tliis conohisiou those advo- 
caUng a viva voce vote cite section 167 of 
the Oonattttttiim, to-wit: "All dty and 
town olTicers in this State shall be elected 
i)r appointed as pruvuifd in the charter of 
each respective town and dty, until the 
general election of November, lS1i3," etc. 
This is a provision, not on elections or the 
manner of voting, but under the title, 
"MtinicipcUUieB, and, especially when con- 
si«lered in its context, is intended to pre- 
vent a vacancy in municipal offices, by 
allowing the election or appointment of offi- 
cers a* provided by charter. Whether 
considered ii~ t. > its grammatical structure 
or logical import, the claua^ "as j>ro- 
vided" etc., modiflaa the words elected and 
ij'jKunlr,!. If the eliartcr jirovideK for an 
election of odieers they sliall be elected, 
if for their appointment they ahdl be 
appointed. That is all that this clause of 
the Constitution means, or can fairly be 
construed to mean. TBere ia not a word 
as to the manner of the election, and in 
the absence of any espreu provision of the 
Conatltntion the Legislature waa fully 
empowered to ict; and the rtatute is in 
fall force as to munidpal elections, and 
there is no other law under which these 
can be held. Thia ia the law, aa we read 
it, and we aubmlt the law itself and 
our construction to an impartial public. 

Let our city election l>e hdd in con- 
formity to the law and all parties will be 
Hatisfied, and the iiublic interest sub- 
served, otlitirwiae we have confusion, un- 
certainty and diaoord.

The liquor mer- 
chant must close on Sunday or his license 
will be iianoaled.

The fire broke out in the cellar and 
wae due, it is oelieved, to the carelesH- 
neaa of Michael Honahan, an aged, 
homeless man, who has been in the 
habit of sleeping in the cellar. He is 
under arrest. The fire spread with 
great ranidity through the hallways and 
cut off all encape by means of the stair- 
ways. The firemen were quickly on the 
acene and promptly tumea their atten- 
tion to the rescue of the panic-stricken 
tenants, who stood at til* windoiwa im- 
ploring help. 

Those living on- the first floor were 
rescued in safefv, but while tluH wan 
occtirring the fire had crept nearer to 
those in the upper stories. Doyle at- 
tempte<l to wive his little ones by throw- 
ing them from the window and had 
toraed two of them out wlien he himself 
fell to the pavement. He and the little 
girl Nellie were fatally injured and died 
almost instantly. The* other child w-ia 
badly hurt and was removed to a hos- 
pital. Meantime the fireman liad suc- 
ceeded in reaching the Doyle apart- 
ments and Mrs. Doylo and tiie remain- 
der of the (.'hildren were resented in safe- 
ty. James Murray, his wife and six 
children, who had rodins on the fioor, 
were badly burned in making tlu ir eo- 
cape, and were sent to a )i(is|iital. 

James Grimes and liis family, con- 
aisting of two children and their crii)- 
pled gi-andniother, owe their lives to the 
bravery of the firenuu, who rescued 
them in the nick of time. All are suf 
fering from bad burns. When all the 
tenants hail Ix'. ii taken from the l)nild- 
ing tile fi!-<'ii;( ii tni-ned their attention 
to the ilani 's, which they sxni had un- 
der control. A few thou>au(ls of dol 
lars will cover the tinaucial loss.
